of Lincoln. He is the richest man wb the
capital ¢ity nnd s the most modest and un-
assuming, He is quotad as being worth over
BL.O00,000, but is not ot all puffed up over his

temarkable  succoss In life.  Ho is as

appronchable ns tne lowest menial in his sor

vies. The honors that havo been thrust

upon My, Fitagerald heve come unsought e

wo bolieves In striot attentlon to business and

My, Fitzgerald was born about Afty-live
yours ago in Limerick county, Ireland, His
fathor was a tenant fariner, holdiog at the
anmo timao a few acrea of freehold property
the remoant of un estate belonging to welllo-
o ancestors, Misfortune visited the home
aod Bdward Flizgerald, tne sclon of the
noble Geenldine race, was evicted from lis
farm and with his fumily came to America to
commence lifo anow, John wias then seven-
teen vears old.

Alrendy the lad ewhibited the coaseless
enorgy and sagueity that have been the
pecrots of bis success in later yvears. John
did the work of the ordinary Irish laboror
and that was anything in the line of manual
Inbour thiat camo along,

It was during those years that one day
while digging with s number of follow
Inborers i aditeb for a farmer, the lad com-
menced Heurlng up “in his head' about how
poich It would cost to dlg this diteh.  The
Idtea thon Hashed into his head, why not try
his luca in taking the contract for the econ-
struetion of the diteh, To think wos to nct
nnd inashort time he made a proposition to
the farmer that was aceopted and Jobn [itz-

erald, lnbourer, was transformed into John
tegerald, contractor, and he commenced
the ascent of the ludder vhat led bhim to
woulth,

¢ job proved a financinl siuceess to John

THad the tuemer was plonsed with the expondi-
tious manuor in which the young contractor
pushed forward the work. Mitzgerald found
oul thirt brain work was more remunerative
than physical toll aad he adopted tho calling
of a conlractor. His continued sucecss as a
contractor led him to greater ventures and lo
B few yeurs in purtnership with his brother
Edward be tarned bis attention to eailronds,
Early in thoe sixties they comploted severnl
Important contracts in New Eogland und
Iper-went to Wisconsin whore they put in

averal hundred miles of rallrond also.  Later

thevy secured big contracts in Towa and
graduntly worked westward., Some of the
vontracts secured by bim were sold to other
eontesctors and  theveby Mr, Fitegerald
recelved thousands of dollurs without em-
ploying a single man,

When e came to Nebraska he first loeated
at Plattsmouth gaod invested considerable of
his money there. He still owns o large
anmount of property theve that brings him
good rentnls, Mennwhile bhe continued rall-
rond contracting, and took part in the con:
struction of tho~Cinemnatl Southern roond
through Tenpessee, the Denver, Memphls
and Atlantie raitwav and the St Louis and
Cannda vatlroad in Michigan and Indiana,

Ha took & prominent part o the affairs of
the Pirst National bank at Plattsmouth and
pventunlly  bocame its  president which
position he still retains.

A humorous story is told concerning bim
wheu ho first became an offlcer of the bank
As president it was necessary for hun to aftix
his signature to the bank notes issued by the
lnstitution. A pile of crisp ten dollar bills
was broughl to him one diy for thut purpose.
Bolzing a pen, Nr. Fitzgerald set to work to
Inscribe his autograph on eanch one, ‘T'he
successlul contractor had never had much
time to practice an ornamental style of chiro-

jim to knit his brow with disgust and he
aMiberately took the ten dollar bill and tore
Itup. He then tried rhe next one, with po
botter success and thoe feagments of ten
dollar bl No, 2 followed No. | intothe waste
basket. Ajpain and again be tried to write
his vome in a style that would suit him and
when the plle of bank notes begun to look
apprecinbly smaller he struck s styie of
autograph that suited him, Ho duplicated
iy on the romeinder of tne bank notes and

ved them feom annibilation. To the as-
tonished ofMeials of the institution he ex-
rmimnl that be proposed to have the eurrency
ssued by their baik to be on & par in sppeat
ance with those of other banks,

Mp. Fitzgerald 1s also the president of the
Firat National boank at Greenwood., He s o
director of the Flrst National bank of Lincoln
and also of the Union Savings bank of
Lincoln. He is president of the Nebroaska
Stock yvords company and proprietor of the
West Lineoln Brick and Tile works, HWoe
owns o large store in Lincoln and mercantile
eatablishments in varions portions of the
Binte, He hns a mognificent farm of 5,000
nored at Greenwood and and another of 6,000
acres ie Guge oounty,  He wlso owns several
forms in Wisconsin ana other states, In nd-
dition to the splenaid wholesale busliess
block ot the corner of sevonth and ? streots
be owns several store bulldings aud dwelling
bouses in various portions of the city of Lin-
coln, He hus o magniticont residonce sur-
roundod by wmple and beavtifully laid out
grounds that ave his pride. The place is on
